Canadian Unity 


This year Canadians from coast to coast 
are being asked to focus their attention for 
the week of June 24th to July 1st on the state 
of the nation’s unity. 

The idea of a Week of Canadian Unity has 
been conceived and is being sponsored. by the 
French Canadian Weekly Newspapers As- 
sociation and, the Canadian Weekly News- 
papers Association. 


Canadians have never been too conscious 
of their own unity, have been too prone to 
think of themselves in terms of the provinces 
in which they live, of the ethnic groups of 
which they are a part or of the language 
which they speak. ‘Believing that Canada is 
more unified than Canadians realize, the two 
great newspaper associations are sponsoring 
this week to bring home to the people of this 
nation the fact of Canadian unity. 


In any land as far flung as Canada there 
are bound to be sectional differences but the 
Canadian democratic way of life, the Cana- 
dian conception of freedom of the individual, 
Canadian pride in the achievements of this 
youthful nation surpass infinitely any dif- 
ferences that may exist. 


Canadians do not know too well their own 
story and are better acquainted with the his- 
torical figures of Britain, France and the 
United States than they are with the great 
men of their own past. A quiz, for instance, 
on the Fathers of Confederation would keep 
most Canadians guessing. 

If Caftadian Unity Week accomplishes 
only two. things—impresses Canadians with 
the astounding degree of unity achieved dur- 
ing the short 84 years since Confederation 
and convinces Canadians of the necessity of 
knowing each other better if the unity of 
the nation is to be strengthened—Canada’s 
weekly newspapers association will have at- 
tained their objective. A 

Canadians must work at this task of 
strengthening the unity of the nation. It re- 
quires the best thought and effort of every 
citizen. It is a year round job. 


On World Map 


In July Rev. Fr. McGrane will set sail 
for England and France on board a trans- 
Atlantic steamer in company with four mem- 
bers of the Lac La Biche sea cadet corps. The 
boys will be good-will ambassadors for, not 
only Lac la Biche, but Alberta and Canada as 
well.. They will proudly sail Exeter II along 
the rivers and canals of England, across the 
English Channel from the ‘White cliffs of 
Dover” and up the Seine to Paris. 

Father McGrane, who has complete com- 
mand of both English and French, is fittingly 
enough taking boys who represent four 
nationalities in his crew, representative of 
four races making up a good part of the popu- 
lation of cosmopolitan Lac la Biche. They 
are English, French, Ukrainian and Italian. 

This event is unique for Canadian 
town. It will bring international distinction 
to this growing community on the shore of 
“Lake of the Elk” in north-eastern Alberta 
—distinction citizens could not buy with any 
amount of money. 


Ironic Iranian Crisis 

The British government, beset by an un- 
holy urge to socialize industry in the home- 
land, is in a funny position, It is disputing 
the right of another sovereign country to 


socialize its principal industry. Mr. Attlee 
and his government with one hand is re- 
straining the British Conservative part 
from tearing down his socialization of Britis 
railways, iron and steel industries. And 
with the other hand he is paying to restrain 
Persia (Iran) from forcefully taking over 
its wealthy oil industry. At home in Britain 
the Labor party is socialist. But abroad in 
Iran it is a 53% capitalist shareholder in one 
of the world’s most lucrative businesses. 

We know perfectly well that Soviet Russia 
may gain control not only of the oil industry 
but of the whole country of Iran if the Brit- 
ish are forced out. But how do the British 
socialists reconcile their domestic and foreign 
philosophies of government?

Divorce 
By Parliament 


By T. W. PUE 

During the vast few weeks a great deal of at- 
tention has been paid to the matter of parliament, 
in Ottawa, having to concern itself with Divorce 
petitions coming from Quebec and Newfoundland. 
I have received an outline of the divorce situation 
from Senator Gershaw, who has been a member of 
the divorce committee for several 
years, and in the words of our 
own Alberta Senator, J. W. 
Stambaugh, ‘is well qualified to 
speak on the subject.” These are 
Senator Gershaw’s own remarks: 

DIVORCE 

“Many articles on divorce 
have appeared lately in various 
publications and there is a widely 
held view that the Canadian pro- 
cedure is dealing with these un- 
fortunate cases could be im- 
proved. 

“An old Quebec law stated that marriage could 
be dissolved only by the death of one of the partners. 
This was confirmed by Confederation, so there are 
no divorce courts in Quebec. There are none in 
Newfoundland. In all the other provinces, the 
Supreme Courts have jurisdictions 


“An applicant for divorce from a province where 
there is no court dealing with divorce, can petition 
the high court of parliament for a relief. 


“In. Nova Scotia, cruelty is possibly a ground 
for divorce but in all other parts of Canada, Adultery 
is the only ground upon which a divorce is grant’ 


“In Eire and South Carolina there are no 
divorces. but most other countries recognize divorce 
for various causes. In New Zealand there are eleven 
grounds for divorce and, in U.S.A., a very undesir- 
able situation of loose divorce laws seems to exist. 

“Every divorce granted by the Canadian parlia- 
ment means a special Act and goes through the 
regular procedure. . 

“Petitions are first referred to the Senate Com- 
mittee. Witnesses are heard and barristers present 
the case as in a court of law. Any member of either 
House is welcome to attend these hearings. 

“The children are always asked about but the 
committee have no power to enforce conditions re- 
garding their care. A divorce does not relieve any 
parent of the legal duty of supporting a child, but 
if the parent is no good or disappears, laws cannot 
be effective. Many of the married people coming 
to the committee have no children. In other cases, 
the children have grown up or are well cared for 
by one parent or someone able to do it. 

“The committee really go into the cases very 
thoroughly and the chairman is an experienced 
lawyer, so that the rules of evidence are observed. 
If the case is recommended—and a lot of them are 
not—the evidence is printed and every member of 
both houses get a copy. It is now a bill and must 
pass 3 readings in the Senate. Then it goes to the 
House of Commons where it must pass the 3 read- 
ings on different days and be investigated by the 
Private Bills Committee. This committee can call 
witnesses or hear argument by Counsel. 

“A fee of $210.00 is charged but, in cases of 
people of low income, the fee is reduced sometimes 
to $50.00: : 

“Every one of these cases is a domestic tragedy. 
It is often said that divorce breaks up the home, 
but these homes are already broken — and badly 
broken—before a divorce is applied for. There are 
many very sad cases. There is cruelty, drunken- 
ness, desertion and shame in many cases. The 
writer has urged that adultery should be a crime 
under the law, as it is a moral crime. In many 
cases, co-respondents will, under oath, say almost 
boastfully and without a blush of shame, that they 
have committed adultery with the respondent.” 

Senator Gershaw could not get any support for 
such @ measure but there would be fewer divorces 
if adultery were punishable by law in all Canada, as 
it is in one province, Some get a divorce very 
easily by proving this crime, while others much 
more deserving cannot get relief from intolerable 
conditions, 

The petitioner cannot get freedom if there is 
any collusion, condolence or connivance. These 
terms are always explained to the witness and ef- 
forts are always made to see if there is any chance 
of reconciling the parties who have strayed so far 
apart. 

Such is Senator Gershaw’s informative explana- 
tion of how Parliament handles divorce. The 
question remains with us: should our legislators 
continue to handle divorce cases? Or should a 
special National court be set up to do it? 

Do you have the answer?

To Northern Alberta Lumber Districts 


A new kind of boom is bringing prosperity to the Alberta 


Northland, and there’s every 
tinue. 

Millions of dollars are being 
spent in the Lac la Biche area as 
sales of pulpwood to United States 
paper manufacturers goes on 
apace, 

Entire settlements are being re- 
vitalized by the new pulpwood in- 
dustry.

erty and shame. 
After he floated down on Swe- 


. den one dark night in 19438, War- 


rant Officer Harry Alberta Read 
of the RCAF wrapped himself in 
a parachute and went to sleep, 
happy to have survived the night 
fighter attack over Berlin. 

But Read, a native of Medicine 
Hat and now living at Vancouver, 
had no idea of the future he 
faced. 


LIVED IN PAIN 


Since that day he has been in 
pain almost all his waking hours. 
He has been poor because he has- 
n’t been able to hold a job, and 
his gratuity cheques have long 
since disappeared. 

After a six months’ internment 
in Sweden, Read was shipped back 
to England, and then to Canada, 
where he was discharged at Ot- 
tawa. 

Just before his discharge, Read 
began to suffer severe pains. His 
head would often twitch, and he 
often had to grab the left hand 
lapel of his tunic with his teeth 
to keep his head from flopping 
over to his right side. After his 
discharge, he got worse. Often his 
wife had to dress him. 

All this time the doctors told 
him his trouble was only imagin- 
ary. Read lived with the fear his 
trouble lay in his mind, not in his 
body. a] 

That’s what the doctors told 
him. It’s your mind and not your

would never get well until he for- 
got about his imaginary ills.

The matter was brought to light 
in the House of Commons last 
week when John Blackmore, Social 
Credit member for Lethbridge, 


charged that Read suffered “a 
most regrettable miscarriage of 
justice” at the hands of the De- 
partment of Veterans Affairs.

It is not necessary that special equipment be employed, but it is most important that 
responsible persons in each testing station be satisfied beyond any reasonable doubt 
as to the safe condition of the mechanism and equipment tested, before affixing the 
sticker and issuing the certificate of approval to the owner. The maximum tee 
chargeable by a testing station has been set at $1.00. The fee is payable by the owner 
of the motor vehicle and does not include any charges for repairs and adjusiments 
required, The following is a synopsis of the mechanism and equipment to be checked. 


BRAKES— 


a) Check stopping distance 
+ Examine lines and cylinders for leaks (visual) 
c) Examine rods and clevis pins for wear 


LIGHTS— 

(a) Check headlamps for proper aiming and distri- 
bution of light 

(b) Tail and stoplamps must work and show e red 
light to the rear 

(c)All lighting equipment on car must work 


MIRROR— 


(a) Check mirror for proper mounting and clear 
vision play 


WINDSHIELD WIPERS— 


(a) Windshield wipers must work properly and 
clean windshield for clear vision. 


HORN— 


(e) Horn must be audible for at least 200 feet 


STEERING anp WHEELS— 


(e) Check steering assembly for wear and excessive
